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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Turner: 


Herewith I respectfully submit for your consideration 
and approval this my second annual public report of the 
condition of your public school system. 

It is self evident that we are in an age of rapid progress. 
The old order is changing to meet these new conditions 
and when there is no change we see degredation and decay. 
Often have I heard it repeated that we are living above 
our incomes. No doubt there is much truth to this state- 
ment but how are we going to change the situation. That, 
I believe, is the problem that confronts our educational 
system today. 

We are, right now, in the midst of the greatest scientific 
era of all ages. An era that is only natural after a period 
of slow accumulation. For centuries leading minds have 
been slowly gathering facts, one at a time. With the 
advent of universal education and equality of opportunity 
we have gathered these facts and are using them to the 
best of our ability. 

To build a strong and permanent system of education 
we must have facts. Something that will guide us along 
the channels. For the past year I have been carefully 
studying the condition of our schools and comparing them 
with our neighbors. I have endeavored to gather some 
facts that will help me in improving the efficiency of our 
schools. | 

To my mind reading is the most essential of all the 
common school subjects. A child that can not read under-

This little bit of friendliness will iron out 
a whole lot of the disagreeable features in the life of the — ha 
teacher. a 

Although conveyance problems still exist and they will 
probably continue for some time, I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the parents on conveyance routes for their 
co-operation. I have endeavored to secure as competent 
drivers as possible and to make the routes! as convenient 
as possible for all. One standard conveyance has been 
placed on the longest route in town and I invite you as 
townspeople to inspect this vehicle. The drivers of our 
conveyance teams should also receive their share of praise 
for the splendid service that they are giving us. 

The attendance in our school this year is much better 
than last year. The improved regularity I believe to be 
due to the excellent dental work during the summer. My 
reports show that during the fall term of fourteen weeks 
there was not one-absence because of toothach. My 
reports also show that there were sixty-eight teeth 
extracted and sixteen fillings not to mention the work that 
T know nothing about.

A few days back I was looking through some old Town 
Reports when I came to the one printed in 1903. There 
were two things in that report that caught my eye: First 
there were eighteen schools in session with a total enroll- 
ment of 220, Second, the enrollment at Leavitt Institute 
was 109. 

The past year we have remodelled two schoolhouses, 
West Turner and Keene’s Mills. Both schools now meet 


the requirements of the state. 


In my report of last year I recommended that we reopen 
the school on Lower Street to relieve the crowded condi- 
tions at Turner Center. This was done and as a result 
we had eighteen pupils registered there. Even this action 
did not help the conditions at Turner Center. I had 
planned this year to ask for an appropriation to put an 
additional room at Turner Center, however taking into 
cofisideration the added expenses in the other town charges 
I do not feel that it is the opportune moment to ask for 
any additional appropriation. We are therefore asking 
you to consider the advisability of reopening the school at 
North Parish for one year. This I hope will allow us 
ample time for the town to gain a more stable condition

reading in the Augusta Public Schools. I feel that these 
meetings have been very beneficial to the teachers and I 
am looking forward to the spring term and more settled 
traveling. At our spring meeting I plan to present to the 
teachers the psychology underlying class room instruction. 
Following this report you will find a report from the 
Supervisor of Music. 
For Health Work this coming year I wish to have 
Physical examination and free vaccination. My records 
show that over ninety per cent of the pupils in town are 
unvaccinated. I would not like to experience an epidemic 
of small pox such as has occurred this year in Connecticut. 
There are countless other items that might be discussed 
at this time but I do not think it necessary. However for 
the good of the schools may I urge you as parents and citi- 
zens to communicate with the superintendent whenever 
you have criticisms to offer. It is with your co-operation 
that the superintendent and the committee can work for 
the best interests of the Town. 
In closing I wish to thank the townspeople for the co- 
operation and consideration shown us in the conduct of

At the request of the Superintendent of Schools I Eos 
have the honor of submitting the following report of our a4 
vear’s work. 

We are following the general plan that we ave used 
in the past; singing the rote songs for the lower grades 
which contain the problems that they will later find in 
their sight reading. This enables us to turn back to the 
familiar song to aid us in reading the intervals of the 
new song. 

For our Childrens’ Day this year we gave the 
pageant, “When Betsey Ross Made Old Glory,” a musi- 
cal play in three acts.
